In  this  day  and  age  of  men  going  to  the  moon,  who  ever  hears  of  an 
old-fashioned  slide  rule?  The  prized  possession  of  every  TEC 
mathematician  has  become  the  pocket  calculator,  a  device  of  in- 
finite value.  With  courses  such  as  analytical  geometry  and  calcu- 
lus, statistics,  algebra  and  trigonometry,  technical  calculus,  and 
finite  math,  a  person  could  use  a  dictionary,  as  well,  to  look  up 
those  terms  like  vectors,  matrices,  parabola,  exponents  and  loga- 
rithms! 
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Behavior"  and  "interaction"  are  the  major  focal  points  of  the 
Social  Sciences  Department,  but  one  must  do  much  more  than  be- 
have or  interact  to  keep  up  in  one  of  these  courses.  The  Department 
offers  courses  specifically  suited  to  various  curriculums:  Patient 
Psychology  or  Abnormal  Psychology  for  those  majoring  in  certain 
Allied  Health  fields;  Police  and  Community  Relations  for  Criminal 
Justice  majors;  Industrial  Human  Relations  for  students  looking 
forward  to  careers  in  industry;  and  various  general  Psychology  or 
Sociology  courses  to  fit  the  needs  for  other  curriculums. 
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You  cannot  really  say  the  Science  Department  is  going  to  the  dogs, 
but  you  could  say  they  are  going  to  cats,  rats,  frogs,  and  almost 
anything  around  to  get  their  subject  across.  Students  gain  first- 
hand practical  experience  from  labs  in  biology,  anatomy,  physics, 
and  other  science  courses  offered. 
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Would  you  like  to  learn  how  to  build  your  own  barbeque  pit,  uphol- 
ster a  chair,  decorate  a  cake,  landscape  your  home,  or  repair  a 
motorcycle? These  and  many  other  skills  can  be  learned  in  the  Adult 
and  Continuing  Education  Division  at  TEC  .
